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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 
9-10  Edward  VII,  Chapter  158. 

An  Act  respecting  the  Royal  Guardians. 

Whereas  the  Royal  Guardians  has  represent- 
ed that  it  is  a  fraternal  benefit  association  in- 
corporated under  section  II  of  chapter  first  of 
title  eight  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Quebec, 
as  the  said  section  is  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  32  of  the  statutes  of  Quebec  of  1899, 
and  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enact- 
ed as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition :  There- 
fore His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  Thomas  Brady,  of  Westmount,  Isidore 
Laviolette,  of  Montreal,  John  Hyde,  of  West- 
mount,  Alexander  Thomson  Patterson,  of 
Longueuil,  James  Martin,  of  Montreal,  Tho- 
mas Page  Butler,  of  Montreal,  and  Osmond 
W.  G.  Dettmers,  of  Montreal,  together  with 
such  persons  as  are  now  members  of  the  fra- 
ternal association  mentioned  in  the  preamble, 
hereinafter  called  "the  provincial  association", 
or  who  become  members  of  the  association 
hereby  incorporated,  are  incorporated  under 
the  name  of  "The  Royal  Guardians",  herein- 
after called  "the  Association". 

2.  The  head  office  of  the  Association  shall 
be  in  the  city  of  Montreal. 
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3.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be, — 

(a)  to  promote  the  welfare,  social  and  fra- 
ternal, of  its  members  ; 

(b)  to  aid  its  members  during  sickness  or 
other  disability,  to  care  for  them  while  living 
and  to  bury  the  dead ;  and  for  this  purpose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  necessary  funds  ; 

(c)  to  pay  annuities  to  members; 

(d)  to  pay  a  stipulated  sum  to  such  bene- 
ficiary as  a  deceased  member  while  living  may 
have  designated; 

(e)  to  secure  for  its  members  such  other 
advantages  as  may  lawfully  be  provided  for 
by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Associa- 
tion ; 

(/)  generally  to  act  as  a  fraternal,  cha- 
ritable and  benevolent  association. 

4.  The  Association  shall  be  governed  by  a 
representative  body  known  as  the  Supreme 
Lodge,  whose  officers  shall  be  elected  annually 
or  biennially,  as  may  be  determined  by  by- 
law ;  and  such  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  present  officers  and  members  of 
the  Supreme  Lodge  of  the  provincial  associa- 
tion, who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Supreme  Lodge,  together  with 
representatives  from  each  subordinate  lodge; 
and  the  appointment  and  powers  of  such  re- 
presentatives shall  be  provided  for  in  the  cons- 
titution and  by-laws  of  the  Association. 

5.  The  Association  and  its  members  shall 
be  governed  by  the  present  constitution,  by- 
laws and  regulations  of  the  provincial  associa- 
tion until  they  are  altered  or  re-enacted  under 
the  authority  of  this  Act. 
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6.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  the  Association,  or  the 
trustees  thereof  under  the  authority  of  the  As- 
sociation, may  make  such  by-laws,  not  con- 
trary to  law,  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient. 

7.  Subject  to  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
of  the  Association,  subordinate  lodges  of  the 
Association  may  be  established  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  under  the  title  and  number  designated 
in  the  charter  granted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge, 
and  subject  to  such  provisions  and  conditions 
and  with  such  powers  as  the  Association  may 
from  time  to  time  determine ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  powers  shall  not  be  in  excess 
of  those  conferred  upon  the  Association  by 
this  Act. 

8.  The  business  of  the  Association  shall  be 
carried  on  upon  the  legal  reserve  basis,  and 
the  premiums  or  contributions  for  the  several 
benefits  shall  be  payable  monthly,  bi-monthly, 
quarterly,  half-yearly  or  annually  in  advance. 

9.  The  Association  shall  maintain, — 

(a)  in  respect  of  all  sums  payable  at  death, 
the  reserves  required  by  the  National  Fraternal 
Congress  Table  of  Mortality  and  at  a  rate  of 
interest  of  four  per  cent ; 

(b)  in  respect  of  sums  payable  at  or  du- 
ring sickness  or  disability,  such  additional  re- 
serves as  are  required  by  such  standard  tables 
as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Insurance,  be  appropriate  and  at  the  said  rate 
of  interest ;  and, 

(c)  in  respect  of  annuity  contracts,  the  re- 
serves required  by  the  British  Offices  Select 
Life  Annuity  Tables,  1893,  and  interest  at  the 
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said,  rate;  all  such  reserves  being  ascertained 
by  the  net  premium  method. 

10.  As  a  condition  precedent  to  obtaining 
the  license  required  by  "The  Insurance  Act" 
it  shall  be  established,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  that  the  assets 
of  the  Association  are,  to  the  extent  of  at 
least  five  thousand  dollars,  in  excess  of  the 
liabilities,  including  the  reserve  upon  its  se- 
veral classes  of  insurance  contracts  in  exist- 
ence at  the  time  the  said  license  is  granted, 
calculated  upon  the  basis  specified  in  section 
9  hereof. 

11.  The  Association  shall  not  be  required  to 
make  any  deposit  in  order  to  entitle  it  to  com- 
mence and  carry  on  the  business  of  collecting 
and  paying  sick  benefits  by  this  Act  authorized  : 
provided  that  the  Treasury  Board  may  require 
a  deposit  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars 
to  be  made  from  the  sick  benefit  fund  so  soon 
as  the  required  amount  is  available  for  such 
purpose. 

12.  No  sick  benefits  exceeding  five  dollars 
per  week  shall  be  paid  to  any  member  for  more 
than  twelve  weeks  in  any  period  of  twelve  con- 
secutive months. 

2.  Separate  and  distinct  registers  and  books 
of  account  shall  be  kept  by  the  Association, 
showing  the  members  entitled  to  participate  in 
the  sick  benefit  fund,  the  receipts  and  payments 
in  respect  thereof,  the  amounts  from  time  to 
time  chargeable  against  it,  and  every  other 
matter  and  detail  of  which  an  account  ought 
to  be  kept. 

3.  The  sick  benefit  fund  and  securities  re- 
presenting it  shall  alone  be  available  for  the 
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payment  of  sick  benefits,  and  no  other  assets 
or  securities  of  the  Association  shall  be  avail- 
able for  that  purpose. 

13.  Separate  and  distinct  registers  and  books 
of  account  shall  also  be  kept  by  the  Associa- 
tion, showing  the  members  who,  or  whose  re- 
presentatives, are  entitled  to  share  in  the  mor- 
tuary and  annuity  funds,  the,  receipts  and  pay- 
ments in  respect  thereof,  the  sums  from  time 
to  time  chargeable  against  the  same,  and  all 
other  necessary  and  proper  details. 

14.  The  Association  may  acquire  and  hold 
property  and  dispose  thereof,  but  the  real  pro- 
perty so  to  be  held  shall  not  exceed  at  any  one 
time  the  annual  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
in  the  province  of  Quebec  and  five  thousand 
dollars  in  any  other  province  of  Canada,  and 
the  said  property  shall  b£_held  and  conveyed, 
subject  to  the  laws  of  the  province  in  which 
it  is  situate,  by  the  Supreme  Guardian  and  Su- 
preme Secretary,  whose  signatures  under  the 
seal  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Act  of  the 
Association. 

15.  The  Association  may  acquire  all  the 
assets,  rights,  credits,  effects  and  property, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  of  whatever  kind  and 
wheresoever  situated,  belonging  to  and  now 
standing  in  the  name  of  the  provincial  asso- 
ciation ,or  to  which  it  is  or  may  become  liable, 
and  the  Association  shall  indemnify  the  pro- 
vincial association  for  all  loss  or  damage  oc- 
casioned thereby. 

2.  Any  person  having  any  claim,  demand, 
right,  cause  of  action  or  complaint  against  the 
provincial  association,  or  to  whom  the  provin- 
cial association  is  under  any  liability,  obliga- 
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tion  or  contract,  shall  have  the  same  rights 
and  powers  with  respect  thereto  and  to  the

.  i&  Nothing  herein  shall  exempt  the  Asso- 
ciation from  the  effect  of  any  legislation  here- 
after passed  by  Parliament  with  respect  to  any 
insurance  powers  exercised  by  friendly  so- 
cieties.  J 

19-  "The  Insurance  Act"  and  any  general 
Act  relating  to  insurance  passed  during  the 
present  session  of  Parliament  .shall  apply  to 
the  Association  except  in  so  far  as  such  Acts 
are  inconsistent  with  this  Act. 

20.  This  Act  shall  not  take  effect  unless 
and  until  accepted  and  approved  by  a  resolu- 

W^aSSf,uby  a  VOte  of  not  Iess  than  three- 
tourths  of  the  representatives  and  members  of 
the  provincial  association  present  or  represent- 
ed by  proxy  at  a  special  general  meeting  of 
the  provincial  association  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  this  Act,  and  if  so  accept- 
ed and  approved  of  this  Act  shall  come  into 
force  upon  a  subsequent  day  to  be  fixed  for 
the  purpose  by  the  said  vote 
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2.  Notice  of  such  acceptance  and  approval, 
and  the  day  so  fixed,  shall  be  published  by  the 
Association  in  "The  Canada  Gazette". 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  Act  a 
special  general  meeting  of  the  Royal  Guardians 
was  held  at  Montreal  ,the  23rd  June  1910,  at 
which  meeting  it  was  resolved  that  the  above 
Act  of  Incorporation  be  accepted  and  approv- 
ed and  that  the  sanie  come  into  force  on  the 
first  day  of  July  1910.  • 

Notice  of  such  acceptance  and  approval,  was 
published  in  "The  Canada  Gazette"  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  June  1910. 

At  the  said  meeting,  the  following  Constitu- 
tion was  adopted  to  come  into  force  on  the 
first  day  of  July  1910.

3.  The  seal  of  the  Association  is  as  follows :

4.  The  iSupreme  Lodge  may  organize  or  cause  I 
to  be  organized  subordinate  lodges,  levy  such  I 
per  capita  tax  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
its  expenses  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
Association  and  may  prescribe  penalties  for 
default, in  payment  of  the  same  or  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  con-  • 
stitution  or  any  law  or  order  enacted  by  the 
Supreme1    Lodge,  appoint  such    officers  and 
committees  as  it  may  deem  desirable,  determine 
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the  number  and  character  of  its  committees 
and  prescribe  their  duties,  hear  and  determine 
all  matters  of  "controversy  brought  before  it  by 
appeal  or  otherwise,  and  generally  do  all  things 
which  it  may  deem  right  and  proper  for  the 
promotion  of  the  honor,  welfare  and  perpe- 
tuity of  the  Association. 

5.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  have  control  of 
all  lodges  and  members  of  the  Association. 

6.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  have  power 
to  establish  Grand,  or  District  Lodges,  which 
shall  have  administrative  authority  over  the 
subordinate  lodges  and  their  members  within 
such  territory  ,as  may  be  set  apart  by  and  sub- 
ject always  to  the  control  of  Supreme  Lodge. 

7.  No  such  Grand,  or  District  Lodge  shall  be 
established  except  there  be  at  least  ten  subord- 
inate lodges  within  the  territory  to  be  set  apart 
and  shall  have  only  such  powers  as  may  be 
delegated  to  them  namely : — 

a.  To  adopt  a  constitution,  laws  and  regula- 
tions.  Tor  "tTie~"government  of  themselves,  their 
officers  and  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  mem- 
bers thereof  under  their  jurisdiction,  which 
constitution,  laws  and  regulations  shall  not  be 
valid  or  take  effect  until  nor  unless  the  same 
have  previously  been  submitted  to  and  accept- 
ed by  the  Supreme  Committee  on  Laws  and 
approved  by  the  Supreme  Guardian  over  his 
signature,  attested  by  the  Supreme  Secretary. 

b.  To  grant  dispensations  for  establishment 
of  subordinate  lodges  within  their  respective 
jurisdictions  and  subject  to  the  approval  of 
Supreme  Lodge,  and  to  enact  laws  for  the  go- 
vernment of  the  same,  in  conformity  with  this 
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Constitution  and  the  laws,  usages  and  regula- 
tions of  Supreme  Lodge. 

c.  To  have  general  supervision  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  their  respective  jurisdictions  including 
authority  over  installation  of  Lodge  officers, 
approval  of  Lodge  by-laws,  visitations,  pub- 
lic meetings  and  entertainments,  the  ordering 
of  trials  and  imposition  of  penalties  (of  less 
degree  than  suspension)  for  violation  of  laws 
and  usages  of  the  Association. 

8.  Grand,  or  District,  Lodges  shall  have  no 
control  over  any  of  the  Mortuary,  Annuity 
or  Sick  and  Benefit  Funds  or  per  capita  tax 
which  shall  always  remain  under  the  control 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

9.  The  revenues  of  Grand,  or  District  Lodges 
shall  be : — 

(a)  For  Subordinate  Lodge  dispensations 
and  supplies,  such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by 
each  Grand  or  District  Lodge. 

(b)  From  the  Supreme  Lodge  a  subsidy 
out  of  the  per  capita  tax  paid  to  Supreme 
Lodge  equivalent  to  80c.  for  each  member  in 
good  standing,  until  the  membership  in  the 
District  shall  exceed  500;  for  the  next  500,  or 
part  thereof,  60c.  and  for  additional  num- 
ber 40c. 

10.  Each  Grand,  or  District,  Lodge,  shall  meet 
once  in  each  year  at  the  date  stated  in  its 
Constitution. 

11.  The  elective  officers  of  each  Grand,  or  Dis- 
trict, Lodge,  shall  be  as  follows  : — 
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'Grand,  or  District,  Guardian; 

"  "       Vice  Guardian; 

M  "        Secretary ; 

Treasurer; 
"  Solicitor; 

Guide ; 

"  14       Inside  Guard; 

Outside  Guard; 
and  three  Trustees,  together  with  any  other 
officers  which  its  Constitution  (approved  as 
above  by  the  Supreme  Lodge)  may  determine. 

12.  Each  Grand,  or  District,  Lodge  shall  be 
composed  of  its  officers  and  representatives 
from  the  subordinate  lodges  elected  in  the 
manner  provided  for  by  its  Constitution. 

13.  Each  Grand,  or  District,  Lodge  constituted 
as  above  shall  elect,  at  its  stated  meeting,  one 
of  its  Past  Grand  (or  District)  Guardians  as 
representative  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  such  Supreme  Lodge 
for  each  $100,000.00  of  insurance  in  force  in 
its  jurisdiction. 

When  the  membership  of  any  District  Lodge 
has  increased  to  1000  members,  it  may 
be  termed  a  Grand  Lodge ;  or  two  or 
more  district  Lodges  may  be  amalgamated 
with  the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Lodge ; 
in  which  case  such  Grand  Lodge  shall 
have  the  right  to  elect  three  represen- 
tatives to  Supreme  Lodge,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  each  in  addition  to  the  vote 
based  upon  the  amount  of  insurance  in  force 
as  above  stated,  which  vote  shall  be  cast  by 
each  representative,  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  representatives  present,  when  such 
vote  is  taken. 
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14.  No  representative  to  Supreme  Lodge  shall 

be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  subordinate  lodge 
which  is  in  arrears  for  payments  of  per  capita 
tax,  other  taxes  or  dues. 

supreme;  lodge  meetings. 

15.  The  stated  meeting  of  (the  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Su- 
preme Lodge  may  at  each  meeting  decide,  the 
time  between  meetings  not  to  exceed  two 
years.  Should  unavoidable  circumstances  arise, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Guardian, 
Vice  Supreme  Guardian  and  Supreme  Over- 
seer, or  a  majority  of  them,  would  render  a 
change  in  the  time  or  place  of  meeting  neces- 
sary, they  may  change  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting,  giving  due  notice  of  same  to  the 
members. 

16.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Su- 
preme Guardian  whenever  he  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary, and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  special 
meetings  when  requested  in  writing  by  fifteen 
(15)  representatives,  provided  that  one-third 
of  the  districts  established  by  the  Supreme 
Lodge  be  represented  in  the  request,  and  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  five  of  the  applicants 
shall  belong  to  the  same  district.  At  such  spe- 
cial meeting  only  such  business  shall  be  trans- 
acted, as  is  included  in  the  notice  calling  the 
same.  All  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
giving  notice  to  each  member  of  Supreme 
Lodge  and  to  each  Lodge,  at  least  twenty  (20) 
days  before  the  time  for  such  meeting. 

17.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  by  Supreme 
Lodge  at    stated  or  special   meetings,  except 
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the  admission  of  members  and  adjourning 
from  time  to  time,  unless  there  be  present  re- 
presentatives from  at  least  one-third  of  the 
Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction. 

ELECTIONS. 

18.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  at  its  stated  meet- 
ing elect  by  ballot  the  following  officers :  Su- 
preme Guardian,  Vice  Supreme  Guardian,  Su- 
preme Overseer,  Supreme  Secretary,  Supreme 
Treasurer,  Supreme  Guide,  Supreme  Inside 
and  Outside  Guards,  Supreme  Solicitor,  who 
shall  be  a  practising  member  of  the  Bar  of  at 
least  five  years  standing,  Supreme  'Medical 
Examiner  who  shall  be  a  legally  qualified  and 
competent  practising  physician  in  regular  prac- 
tice for  five  years  preceding  his  election,  and  a 
praduate  of  some  reputable  school  of  medicine, 
and  not  the  Medical  Examiner  of  a  Subord- 
inate Lodge  during  his  term  of  office,  three 
Supreme  Trustees  and  two  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

19.  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  elect.  When  only  one  nomination 
has  been  made  for  an  office,  the  Supreme 
Guardian  shall  declare  the  nominee  elected  by 
acclamation. 

20.  Each  officer  so  elected  shall  be  duly  instal- 
led by  a  Past  Supreme  Guardian  before  enter- 
ing on  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  retain 
the  power  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  of- 
fice for  one  term,  or  until  his  successor  has 
been  legally  elected  and  installed.  The  re- 
tiring Supreme  Guardian  shall  take  the  chair 
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of  the  Past  Supreme  Guardian,  and  shall  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  office. 

21.  All  Past  Master  Guardians  in  good  standing, 
who  have  received  the  Supreme  Degree,  are 
eligible  for  election  to  any  office  except  those 
of  Supreme  Guardian,  Supreme  Medical  Exa- 
miner and  Supreme  Solicitor.  If  after  election 
any  officer  ceases  to  be  in  good  standing,  his 
office  shall  thereby  become  vacant. 

22.  The  installation  of  officers  shall  take  place 
not  later  than  the  third  day  of  the  stated  meet- 
ing or  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  de- 
termined. Should  any  Supreme  officer  elected 
fail  to  be  present  for  installation  after  having 
been  duly  notified,  the  Supreme  Guardian  may 
declare  the  office  vacant,  and  Supreme  Lodge 
shall  proceed  to  nominate  and  elect  to  fill  such 
vacancy. 

23.  If  a  vacancy  occur  during  recess  in  any 
office  of  Supreme  Lodge  other  than  that  of 
Supreme  Guardian,  or  in  the  membership  of  a 
Committee,  the-  Supreme  Guardian  shall  ap- 
point a  qualified  member  to  fill  such  vacancy. 


supreme;  lodge  degree. 

24.  The  Supreme  Lodge  degree  may  be  con- 
ferred : — 

(a)  Upon  Past  Grand  or  District  Guardians 
or  any  of  the  Officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

Only  those  entitled  to  the  Supreme  Lodge 
degree  are  eligible  to  the  office  of  Supreme 
Lodge  Representative. 
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supreme;  guardian 

25.  No  member  of  Supreme  Lodge  can  be  elect- 
ed to  the  office  of  Supreme  Guardian  till  he 
shall,  have  served  one  term  in  the  office  of  Vice 
Supreme  Guardian,  Supreme  Overseer,  Su- 
preme Secretary,  Supreme  Guide,  or  Supreme 
Inside  or  Outside  Guard. 

26.  The  Supreme  Guardian  is  the  President  or 
Chief  Officer  of  the  Association.  He  shall  pre- 
side at  all  meetings,  calling  the  Vice  Supreme 
Guardian  or  a  Past  Supreme  Guardian  to  the 
chair  if  he  desires  at  any  time  to  speak  to  a 
question  under  discussion ;  appoint  Supreme 
Lodge  Officers  pro  tempore  and  all  special 
Committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
perform  all  acts  appertaining  to  a  presiding 
officer.  When  Supreme  Lodge  is  not  in  ses- 
sion, he  shall  exercise  all  the  administrative 
and  judicial  powers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  in 
accordance  with  the  Constitution,  except 
the  removal  of  Supreme  Lodge  Officers 
which  he  shall  do  only  on  resolution  of  the 
Executive  Committee  appoint  Special  Deputies 
to  perforin  any  duty  he  may  require,  and  re- 
move them  at  his  pleasure,  decide  ques- 
tions of  law  submitted  for  his  decision  and 
pass  upon  the  findings  of  the  Committee  on 
Appeals,  his  decision  being  binding  until  mo-

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those  of  Supreme  Lodge;  impose  penalties  as 
required  by  the  Constitution,  grant  dispensa- 
tions, suspend  or  revoke  the  charter  of  a 
Grand,  District  or  Subordinate  Lodge  and  re- 
new the  same  when  the  cause  for  its  suspen- 
sion has  been  removed,  order  the  restoration 
of  any  brother  unjustly  suspended  by  a 
Lodge,  grant  charters  and  institute  new 
Lodges,  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Constitution 
and  the  welfare  of  the  Association,  presenting 
to  Supreme  Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  its 
stated  meeting  a  printed  report  of  his  actions 
in  office. 

27.  When,  under  any  circumstances,  it  shall  be 
actually  necessary  for  the  Supreme  Guardian, 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  to  be  absent  from 
home,  he  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
per  day,  in  addition  to  his  actual  travelling 
expenses. 


THE  VICE  SUPREME  GUARDIAN 

28.  The  Vice  Supreme  Guardian  shall  assist 
the  Supreme  Guardian,  and  in  his  .absence 
preside  over  Supreme  Lodge ;  in  case  of  the 
removal,  death,  resignation  or  inability  of  the 
Supreme  Guardian  to  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office,  the  powers  and  duties  of  Supreme 
Guardian  shall  for  the  time  being  devolve  on 
him.  If  he  completes  the  term  for  which  the 
Supreme  Guardian  was  elected,  he  shall  re- 
ceive all  the  honors  of  the  office  of  Supreme 
Guardian. 

29.  The  duties  of  the  several  officers  of  the  Su- 
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preme  Lodge  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

30.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Supreme  Guardian,  Immediate  Past  Su- 
preme Guardian,  the  Vice  Supreme  Guardian, 
Supreme  Overseer,  Supreme  Secretary,  and 
four  other  members  of  Supreme  Lodge,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Supreme 
Guardian  on  the  day  of  his  installation  and 
two  elected  by  ballot  by  Supreme  Lodge.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
during  their  term  of  office  members  of  Su- 
preme Lodge.  Retiring  members  are  eligible 
for  re-appointment  or  re-election. 

31.  Tjhe  Vice  Supreme  Guardian  is  ex-officio 
President  of  the  Committee,  which  shall,  im- 
mediately after  each  stated  meeting,  elect  one 
of  its  members  Vice-President;  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President  and  Vice-President, 
the  Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman  pro 
tempore.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  vote,  the  presiding  officer  in  case  of 
a  tie  to  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

32.  The  Committee  shall : — 

(a)  Act  as  the  Executive  of  Supreme 
Lodge  and  have  the  care  and  regulation  of  all 
its  concerns  appoint  from  among  its  members 
Sub-Committees  as  may  seem  necessary, 
which  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  ; 
and  have  the  right  of  summoning  any  Lodge 
or  member  to  attend  and  produce  all  books, 
papers  and  accounts  connected  with  or  relat- 
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ing  to  Supreme  or  Subordinate  Lodges,  under 
penalty  for  neglect  or  refusal  of  being  reported 

to  the  Supreme  Guardian  or  Supreme  Lodge. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
attending  meetings  of  the  same  shall  be  allow- 
ed per  diem  and  expenses,  as  if  attending  Su- 
preme Lodge. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  held  on  the  day  prior  to  the  stated  meeting 
of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  at  the  place  appointed 
for  such  meeting.  The  Committee  may  also 
be  convened  at  other  times  by  direction  of  the 
Supreme  Guardian  or  President. 

SUB-COMMITTEES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

33.  The  duties  of  the  various  sub-committees 
shall  be  set  forth  by  resolution  of  the  Execu- 
tive and  may  be  altered  at  any  meeting  thereof. 
The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Audit  shall 

consist  of  three  members. 


REVENUES    OF    SUPREME  LODGE 

34.  The  ordinary  revenues  of  Supreme  Lodge, 
apart  from  other  sources  not  levied  upon  the 
Lodges  generally,  shall  be  derived  from  fees 
for  charters,  beneficiary  certificates  and  dis- 
pensations, etc.,  sale  of  supplies,  fines  levied 
by  Supreme  Lodge,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  per  annum  as  per  capita  tax  which 
shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  each  month 
by  each  Lodge  for  each  of  its  members  in 
good  standing  on  its  roll  on  the  last  day  of 
the  preceding  month,  together  with  arrears  for 
members  reinstated. 
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SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 

35.  Each  Subordinate  Lodge  at  present  existing 
or  hereafter  created  has  a  right  to  retain  its 
charter  so  long  as  it  conforms  to  the  laws  and 
regulations  of  this  Supreme  Lodge. 

36.  The  provisions  for  instituting  and  regula- 
tion of  Subordinate  Lodges  are  as  set  forth  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 


MEMBERSHIP 

37.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  the  Association  unless  he  be  of 
the  full  age  of  eighteen  and  under  fifty-five 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  admission ;  he 
must  be  of  good  character,  in  sound  bodily 
health,  with  no  maim  or  defect  calculated  to 
shorten  life,  or  to  render  it  more  uncertain ; 
capable  of  earning  a  livelihood  for  himself  and 
family,  and  a  believer  in  the  existence  of  a 
Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of 
the  Universe. 

38.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  beneficial 
membership  in  the  Association  who  is  engaged 
in  the  occupation  of  manufacturing  cartridges, 
dynamite,  'powder,  nitro-glycerine,  fire-works, 
percussion  caps,  or  other  high  explosives ;  a 
custodian  of  nitro-glycerine ;  a  pyrotechnist ;  a 
naval  officer,  sailor,  or  marine  engaged  in  na- 
val service ;  a  common  sailor ;  a  deck  hand  on 
boat ;  a  submarine  diver ;  a  dredge  boat  em- 
ploye ;  an  engineer  on  pile  driver,  river,  sound, 
lake,  or  sea-going  vessel  or  tugboat;  a  rafts- 
man; a  soldier  in  the  regular  army;  an  aero- 
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naut;  a  professional  base  ball  prayer;  a  pro- 
fessional hockey  player;  a  professional  bicycle 
racer;  a  circus  performer  or  rider;  a  profes- 
sional foot  ball  player;  or  a  jockey  or  rider 

in  races. 

39.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  Association  who  is  engaged  in  the  sale 
by  retail  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

40.  Any  .member  of  the  Association,  hereafter 
entering  upon,  or  engaging  in  any  pccupation 
forbidden  by  the  Constitution  shall  thereby, 
ipso  facto,  forfeit  his  membership  and  his  be- 
neficiary certificate  shall  thereby  at  once  be- 
come null  and  void. 

41.  No  expelled  member  of  the  Association  nor 
any  suspended  member,  can  become  a  charter 
member  of  a  Lodge. 

42.  Non-beneficial  members  may  be  admitted 
under  such  restrictions  as  prescribed  by  the 
Supreme  Guardian. 

APPLICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP. 

43.  Each  application  for  beneficial  memDership 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the  appli- 
cant, stating  his  age,  occupation  and  residence, 
and  cannot  be  acted  upon  until  he  shall  have 
undergone  a  strict  medical  examination  duly 
approved  by  the  Supreme  Medical  Examiner. 

44.  Should  an  applicant  who  has  been  examined 
fail  to  present  his  application  for  membership 
within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  said  ex- 
amination, or  should  he  before  being  admitted 
to  membership,  suffer  any  sickness  or  receive 
any  bodily  injury,  he  must  submit  to  another 
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medical  examination,  and  present  a  favorable 
report  from  the  same  sources  as  is  required 
of  a  new  applicant. 

45.  No  member  shall  be  admitted  for  a  less  sum 
than  demanded  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Supreme  Lodge  except  by  dispensation  of  the 
Supreme  Guardian,  or  when  instituting  a  new 
Lodge. 

46.  By  the  consent  of  the  Supreme  Guardian  ap- 
plicants designated  as  first  class  by  local  medical 
examiners  may  be  admitted  to  membership, 
subject  to  the  approval  thereafter  of  the  Su- 
preme Medical  Examiner. 

47.  Lodges  may  recommend  Medical  Examiners, 
whose  qualification  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Supreme  Medical  Examiner.  The  Supreme 
Guardian  may  from  time  to  time,  appoint  Me- 
dical Examiners  from  those  so  recommended 
as  he  deems  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, Medical  Examiners  shall  hold  office 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Supreme  Guardian 
and  may  be  by  him  at  any  time  removed  and 
replaced  by  others  duly  qualified. 

48.  The  Supreme  Lodge  shall  cause  the  officers 
of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  to  be  bonded  in  a 
reliable  Security  or  Guarantee  Company  for 
such  sums  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Finance  and  Audit  Committee  of  Supreme 
Lodge.  The  expenses  of  such  bonds  to  be 
borne  by  the  several  Subordinate  Lodges. 

49.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  from  time 
tp  time  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  several 
lodge  officers,  copies  of  which  instructions 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  each 
lodge  and   shall  be  by  him    handed  to  each 
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officer  upon  assuming  office  and  by  them  re- 
turned, at  the  expiry  of  their  term  of  office 
to  the  Master  Guardian  who  shall  hand  the 
same  to  the  officers  at  their  installation. 


,      FISCAL,  YEAR  01?  LODGES. 

50.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  and  terminate  on  the  3,1st  day  of 
December  of  each  and  every  year. 


DUES. 

51.  Each  member  shall  pay  into  the  funds  of  his 
Lodge  as  dues  such  sums  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  its  by  laws,  which  shall  in  no  case  be  less 
than  $3.00  per  annum,  including  the  per  capita 
tax  payable  to  the  Supreme  Lodge,  to  com- 
mence with  the  date  of  his  admission  to  mem- 
bership, and  if  at  any  time  he  shall  not  be  a 
member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  he  shall  during 
any  such  period  pay  to  the  Supreme  Secretary 
as  his  share  of  the  general  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration the  sum  of  forty  cents  per  month 
in  addition  to  the  monthly  contribution  for 
the  Mortuary  or  Annuity  Fund  (as  the  case 
may  be)  which  shall  in  such  cases  be  paid  by 
him  to  the  Supreme  Secretary  direct. 

52.  All  moneys  collected  from  the  members  by 
Subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  placed  in  their 
respective  fund  accounts,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  Lodge  to  see  that  the  various 
fund  accounts  in  its  possession  are  kept  sepa- 
rate and  distinct. 
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TRANSFER  CARD. 

53.  Any  member  in  good  standing,  wishing  to 
transfer  his  membership  from  one  Lodge  to 
another,  shall  apply  personally  or  otherwise  in 
open  Lodge  for  a  transfer  card,  which  on  pay- 
ment of  his  share  of  the  then  liabilities  of  the 
Lodge  and  the  regular  charge  for  the  card 
shall  be  granted. 

54.  Any  member  to  whom  a  transfer  card  has 
been  granted  shall  until  he  obtain  membership 
in  another  subordinate  lodge  pay  to  the  Su- 
preme Secretary  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  penalties  as  to  his  subordinate 
lodge,  the  monthly  contributions  to  the  Mor- 
tuary Fund  and  also  the  sum  of  forty  cents 
per  month  as  his  share  of  the  administration 
expenses. 

55.  A  brother  of  the  Association  holding  a 
transfer  card  wishing  to  become  a  member  of 
another  Lodge,  shall  make  application  present- 
ing his  transfer  card  from  the  Lodge  of 
which  he  was  last  a  member.  If  the  Lodge  is 
satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  the  card,  the 
secretary  shall  ascertain  up  to  what  date 
Lodge  dues  and  assessments  have  been  paid 
and  report.  If  the  report  be  favorable,  the  ap- 
plicant shall  be  ballotted  for  in  the  usual  way. 

56.  A  member  may  voluntarily  sever  his  connec- 
tion with  the  Association  by  applying  for  a 
Final  Card,  paying  all  dues,  fines,  and  assess- 
ments levied  or  for  which  he  may  be  liable, 
up  to  and  including  the  month  in  which  his 
application  is  made,  and  surrendering  his  Be- 
neficiary Certificate  and  all  rights,  benefits  and 
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privileges  that  he  may  have  acquired  by  virtue 
of  his  membership,  when  a  Final  Card  shall 
be  issued  to  him  certified  by  the  Supreme 
Guardian  and  Supreme  Secretary. 

57.  If  a  person  who  has  received  such  Final 

Card  desires  again  to  become  a  member  before 
be  attains  the  age  of  55  years,  he  shall  make 
application  therefor  in  the  same  manner  and 
subject  to  the  same  requirements  and  pay  the 
same  fees  for  a  beneficiary  certificate  and  as- 
sessment as  a  new  applicant.  He  must  be  re- 
obligated  and  must  return  his  Final  Card  or 
make  satisfactory  proof  of  its  loss. 

LIBRARIES 

58.  A  Subordinate  Lodge  may  create  and  main- 
tain a  library  for  the  improvement  of  its 
members. 


DELINQUENT  AND  OFFENDING  SUBORDI- 
NATE LODGES. 

59.  Each  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  forward  to 
the  Supreme  Secretary,  so  as  to  insure  the 
receipt  thereof  by  him  on  or  before  the  10th 
day  of  each  month,  the  monthly  report  toget- 
her with  the  monthly  contributions  in  its  pos- 
session, per  capita  tax  and  all  other  amounts 
for  which  it  may  be  legally  called  upon,  and  in 
default  thereof  shall  pay  in  addition  a  sum 
equal  to  five  per  cent  of  the  sum  it  should  have 
forwarded ;  and  should  the  whole  amount,  with 
the  fine  of  five  per  cent,  not  be  paid  within 
seven  days  after  the  mailing  by  the  Supreme 
Secretary    notice  by    registered    letter  to  the 
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Master  Guardian,  the  Charter  of  the  Lodge 
shall  be  suspended. 

60.  The  charter  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  may  be 
revoked  and  the  Lodge  dissolved  by  the  Su- 
preme Guardian  whenever  its  membership  is 
reduced  to  a  less  number  than  ten,  or  by  the 
Supreme  Guardian  or  Supreme  Lodge,  when, 
after  due  trial,  as  herein  prescribed,  it  shall 
be  convicted  of  having  neglected  or  refused  to 
conform  to  the  Ritual  of  the  Association  as 
prescribed  by  Supreme  Lodge  ,or  of  having 
neglected  or  refused  to  hold  regular  stated 
meetings  unless  prevented  by  unavoidable  cir- 
cumstances. 

61.  Any  expense  incurred  by  Supreme  Lodge 
and  its  officers,  through  the  failure  of  any  Su- 
bordinate Lodge  or  its  officers  to  fulfill  the 
duties  required  of  them  shall  be  charged 
against  such  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  shall  be 
paid  on  demand. 

62.  Any  Subordinate  Lodge  charged  with  being 
guilty  of  neglecting  or  refusing  to  make  re- 
turns, remittances  or  reports  to  Supreme 
Lodge ;  or  refusing  to  conform  to  the  Con- 
stitution or  standing  regulations  of  Supreme 
Lodge  shall  be  summoned  by  the  Supreme 
Guardian,  under  the  seal  of  Supreme  Lodge, 
addressed  to  the  Master  Guardian  thereof,  by 
registered  letter  or  service  by  deputy,  with  a 
copy  of  the  charges,  directing  him  to  see  that 
the  offences  therein  charged  shall  be  corrected 
and  the  Lodge  purged  thereof  within  ten  days, 
or  have  its  charter  suspended.  Should  said 
Lodge  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  said  summons 
within  the  time  specified,  or  to  show  the  Su- 
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preme  Guardian  good  and  sufficient  cause  for 
its  dereliction,  he  shall  suspend  its  charter, 
which  suspension  shall  continue  until  such 
summons  shall  be  fully  complied  with  when 
he  shall  restore  the  same.  At  the  next  meeting 
of  Supreme  Lodge  the  Supreme  Guardian  shall 
make  a  full  report  of  the  case,  and  Supreme 
Lodge  shall  prescribe  such  penalty  as  it  may 
deem  adequate  to  the  offence  committed.  Du- 
ring the  suspension  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  it 
shall  not  be  officially  recognized  except  on  bu- 
siness pertaining  to  its  reinstatement. 

63.  Each  member  of  such  lodge  then  in  good 
standing  shall  be  notified  of  such  suspension 
by  the  Supreme  Secretary  by  registered  lettef 
to  the  member's  last  registered  address  and 
shall  within  thirty  days  after  the  mailing  of 
such  notice  pay  to  the  said  Supreme  Secretary 
all  arrears  due  by  him  and  thereafter  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  forty  cents  for  ad- 
ministration expenses  and  also  the  regular 
monthly  rate  or  contribution  under  penalty  of 
suspension ;  and  on  the  restoration  to  the  lodge 
of  its  charter  such  member  shall  again  revert 
to  his  former  membership  if  he  so  elect. 

6&.  In  all  cases  where,  for  any  cause  whatever,  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  is  suspended  or  dissolved, 
or  its  charter  is  revoked,  the  last  Master  Guar- 
dian and  officers  of  such  lodge  shall  be  bound 
immediately  to  deliver  over  to  the  District  or 
Grand  Guardian  or  his  deputy  specially  author- 
ized by  him,  the  charter,  Lodge  books,  and  all 
lodge  funds  and  effects,  all  which  shall  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  District  or  Grand  Se- 
cretary and  said  Lodge  shall  be  known  as  a 
"Defunct  Lodge." 
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65.  The  Supreme  Lodge  or  in  vacation  the  Su- 
preme Guardian  shall  have  power,  on  proper 
cause  known,  to  restore  the  charter  of  any  Su- 
bordinate Lodge  which  has  been  suspended, 
dissolved  or  revoked. 

OFFENDING  MEMBERS. 

66.  Any  officer  of  Supreme  Lodge  who  shall 
wilfully  embezzle  or  convert  to  his  own  use,  or 
any  other  purpose  than  is  prescribed  any  mo- 
ney belonging  to  the  Association,  shall  have 
charges  preferred  against  him  ,and  be  tried  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  which  govern  similar 
trials  in  Subordinate  Lodges.  If  found  guilty, 
he  shall  ,in  addition  to  any  civil  or  criminal 
proceedings  that  may  be  instituted  against  him, 
be  expelled  from  the  Association  and  forever 
debarred  from  again  becoming  a  member 
thereof.  Conviction  in  all  such  cases  shall  con- 
stitute expulsion. 

67.  Any  member,  who  shall  violate  his  obliga- 
tions, shall  be  answerable  therefor,  and  shall 
be  proceeded  against  in  the  Lodge  of  which  he 
is  a  member.  If  the  Lodge  fails  to  act,  after 
being  notified  to  do  so  by  the  Supreme  Guar- 
dian, he  shall  be  tried  by  a  Board  of  Trial  ap- 
pointed by  the  Supreme  Guardian  consisting  of 
five  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  members 
of  his  own  lodge,  and  punished  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

68.  Any  member,  who  shall  have  been  convicted 
of  any  felony,  shall  be  expelled  from  the  As- 
sociation forever. 

69.  Whenever  a  member  of  a  Lodge  shall  have 
been  convicted  of  a  crime  and  sentenced  to  the 
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county  jail,  penitentiary  or  other  place  of  con- 
finement, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master 
Guardian  to  take  notice  of  the  case,  and  have 
charges  preferred  against  him. 

70.  Any  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge 
charged  with  the  following  offences  shall  be 
tried  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  expelled  from  the  Association : 

With  having  obtained  his  membership  by 
fraud  or  misrepresentation. 

The  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
or  the  use  of  opium  or  other  poisons. 

Immoral  or  criminal  conduct  of  any  kind 
calculated  to  bring  reproach  upon  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Converting  or  appropriating  to  his  own 
use,  or  the  use  of  any  other  person  ,any  moneys 
belonging  to  the  Association. 

Any  member  who,  after  trial,  shall  be  found 
guilty  of  any  of  the  following  offences  : 

Violating  any  of  the  obligation,  laws,  rules 
or  enactments  prescribed  by  Supreme  Lodge. 

Neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  a  summons 
from  the  proper  authority. 

Rejecting  an  application  on  account  of 
personal,  political  or  religious  differences. 

Disclosing  the  secret  transactions  of  the 
Lodge,  or  divulging  the  name  of  a  member 
who  has  voted  against  or  reported  unfavorably 
upon  a  candidate. 

Entering  the  Lodge  in  a  state  of  intoxi- 
cation, or  wilfully  disturbing  its  sessions. 

Neglecting  the  duties  of  his  office  or  mal- 
feasance in  office. 

Wilfully  making  a  false  accusation  against 
a  member  of  the  Association. 
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Defrauding  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Making  false  representations  either  to  in- 
duce members  to  withdraw  from  the  Associa- 
tion or  to  prevent  others  from  applying  for 
membership. 

Shall  be  subject  to  one  or  more  of  the  fol- 
lowing penalties,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Lodge. 

Reprimand  by  the  Master  'Guardian  in  open 
Lodge. 

Removal  from  office. 

Disqualification  to  hold  office. 

Suspension  for  a  fixed  time,  not  exceeding 
six  months. 

Expulsion. 

TRIADS 

70a.  Any  officer  or  member  of  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  charged  with  any  of  the  offences  enu- 
merated in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  Cons- 
titution, shall  be  brought  to  trial  for  the  same 
in  manner  following,  to  wit : — 

Charges  shall  be  preferred  in  writing,  set- 
ting forth :  first,  the  charge,  secondly,  the  spe- 
cifications, giving  date,  nature  and  particulars 
of  the  offence  or  offences  charged.  These  shall 
be  signed  by  the  accuser,  presented  at  a  stated 
meeting,  read  by  the  Secretary  in  open  Lodge, 
and  lie  over  until  the  next  stated  meeting.  The 
Lodge  shall,  through  the  Secretary,  serve  a  co- 
py duly  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge 
on  the  accused,  and  notify  him  to  appear  when 
a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  try  the  same. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Lodge,  none  of  whom  shall  be  in 
any  way  interested  in  accusation  or  defense, 
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and  shall  be  appointed,  three  by  the  Master 
Guardian  and  two  by  the  Past  Master  Guar- 
dian, unless  either  of  those  officers  shall  be 
the  accused  or  the  accuser,  in  which  case  the 
Vice  Guardian  shall  appoint  in  the  place  of  the 
officer  disqualified.  In  the  event  of  all  these 
officers  being  directly  interested,  the  Supreme 
Guardian  shall  appoint  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  organize  by  the  election 
of  one  of  its  members  as  chairman,  who  shall 
preside  over  all  its  deliberations  and  conduct 
its  proceedings,  and  one  as  secretary,  who  shall 
keep  full  minutes  and  take  down  all  testimony. 
At  least  five  days  notice  shall  be  given  to  ac- 
cuser and  accused  of  the  trial  and  place  of 
meeting  of  the  Committee.  Each  party  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  being  represented  by 
counsel,  who  must  be  a  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  good  standing,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  have  subpoenas  issued  under  the  seal  of  the 
Lodge,  signed  by  the  M.  G.  and  attested  bv 
the  Secretary,  commanding  the  attendance  of 
witnesses. 

Every  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
present  at  each  session,  and  in  case  of  the  ab- 
sence of  a  member  from  two  consecutive  se- 
sions  without  a  reasonable  excuse,  the  Mas- 
ter Guardian  shall  appoint  a  member  in  his 
place,  and  the  trial  shall  be  re-commenced. 

One  witness  only  shall  be  allowed  before 
the  Committee  at  a  time,  and  his  testimony 
shall  be  ;read  over  to  him  at  its  conclusion, 
when  he  shall  sign  his  name  to  the  same.  After 
hearing  all  the  testimony,  the  Committee  shall 
meet  in  secret  session  and  agree  upon  their 
verdict,  first  upon  the  charge,  and  then  upon 
each  specification ;    and  make  full  report  of

their  proceedings  and  findings,  which,  together 
with  the  testimony  taken,  shall  be  presented  at 
the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge. 

If  they  find  the  accused  guilty,  they  shall 
state  what  penalty  they  consider  should  be 
inflicted. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  no- 
tify the  accused  and  accuser,  and  all  other 
brethren,  parties  to  the  case,  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  will  be  taken  up  for  action 
at  the  next  stated  meeting,  under  head  of  new 
business.  The  Master  Guardian  shall  direct  the 
report  to  be  read,  when  each  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  debate  the  matter,  the  accused 
having  the  final  reply.  The  accuser  (if  per- 
sonally interested)  and  accused  shall  then  re- 
tire and  the  Master  Guardian  shall  appoint  two 
members  of  the  Lodge  to  act  as  tellers.  A  bal- 
lot shall  then  be  taken  upon  the  adoption  of 
the  report  of  the  Committee,  and  if  adopted 
the  penalty  prescribed  by  the  law  o:r  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee  shall  be  enforced. 
No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  but  members 
of  the  Lodge  in  good  standing,  and  it  shall 
require  the  votes  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  if  the  penalty 
be  suspension  or  expulsion,  but  a  majority 
only  if  one  of  the  lesser  penalties  be  prescribed ; 
provided,  that  the  adoption  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Lodge  of  the  findings  of  guilty  of  Trial 
Committee  in  cases  involving  the  embezzlement 
or  misappropriation  of  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, shall  constitute  expulsion  of  the  con- 
victed member. 

Immediately  after  the  Lodge  has  acted  upon 
the  report  of  a  Committee  appointed  to  try  a 
brother,  and  fixed  the  penalty  of  his  offence, 
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involving  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  Se- 
cretary shall  transmit  to  the  Supreme  Guar- 
dian a  certified  copy  of  the  report  and  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Committee  and  action  of  the 
Lodge  thereon  (for  which  he  cannot  make  any 
charge),  which  shall  be  submitted  by  him  to 
the  Committee  on  Laws.  Said  Committee 
shall  carefully  examine  whether  the  trial 
has  been  had  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  Association,  and  report  at  once  to 
the  Supreme  Guardian.  If  the  Committee 
find  all  the  proceedings  regular,  the  Supreme 
Guardian  shall  notify  the  Lodge  to  impose  the 
penalty  prescribed,  and  file  the  record  and  pa- 
pers of  the  case  in  the  office  of  the  Supreme 
Secretary.  If  errors  have  occurred  in  the  trial 
the  Committee  may  recommend  and  the  Su- 
preme Guardian  may  direct  the  proceedings 
to  be  reversed  or  a  new  trial  had,  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  case  may  require. 

If  nay  accused  brother  shall  neglects  or  re- 
fuses to  appear  without  reasonable  cause  being 
shown,  the  Committee  shall  proceed  with  the 
trial  as  though  he  were  present.  The  Lodge 
must  consider  each  case  on  the  record  of  the 
Committe  only,  and  no  further  testimony  shall 
be  presented.  The  evidence  of  persons  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  may  be  .received  on  the 
trial  of  a  brother. 

CHANGE  OF  VENUE. 

71.  Any  member  may  present  his  case  to 
the  Supreme  Guardian  who  may  allow  the  de- 
fendant a  change  of  venue  when,  in  his  judg- 
ment, the  defendant  cannot  get  justice  in  his 
own  Lodge. 
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APPSAIvS. 

72.  An  appeal  lies  from  the  decision  of  the 
Master  Guardian  of  a  Lodge,  to  the  Lodge 
itself,  from  the  Lodge  to  the  District  or  Grand 
Lodge,  to  the  Supreme  Guardian,  and  from  a 
decision  of  the  latter  to  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

VISITING   SUBORDINATE:  IyODGSS. 

73.  Any  member  of  the  Association  in  good 
standing  shall  have  the  right  to  visit  any 
Subordinate  Lodge  by  proving  himself  in  the 
semi-  annual  password  and  the  unwritten  work 
of  the  Association,  unless  a  member  of  the 
Lodge  visited  makes  objection,  in  which  case 
the  Master  Guardian  shall  decide  whether  the 
objection  be  sufficient. 

BENEFICIARY  FUND. 

74.  The  Supreme  Lodge  of  the  Royal  Guar- 
dians guarantees  to  each  member  the  payment 
at  his  death  of  the  amount  named  in  his  be- 
neficiary certificate,  (without  use  or  interest) 
to  such  person  or  persons  as  he  may,  while 
living,  direct  according  to  the  rules,  laws  and 
regulations  of  the  Association ;  provided,  that 
said  member  shall  at  his  death  be  a  member 
of  the  Association  in  good  standing  and  shall 
have  fully  complied  with  all  the  conditions  set- 
forth  in  his  certificate. 

The  following  shall  be  the  monthly  contri- 
butions to  be  paid  one  upon  admission  to  the 
Association  and  one  on  the  first  day  of  each 
month  thereafter  according  to  the  plan  which 
the  member  many  choose.

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PARTICIPATING  PLANS. 

The  within  certificate  is  issued  subject  to 
the  following  conditions  : — 

This    certificate   cannot    be    assigned   nor  . 
hypothecated  except  to  the  Association  itself 
for  loans  made  thereon  to  the  member. 

That  the  sum  stated  in  the  certificate 
shall  not  be  payable  unless  the  member  at  his 
death  shall  be  in  good  standing,  and  shall  have 
paid  all  sums  due  for  monthly  rates  and  con- 
tributions to  the  Mortuary  Fund,  or  for  his 
share  of  the  expenses  of  the  Supreme  Lodge 
or  his  subordinate  lodge,  and  any  other  moneys 
that  may  be  lawfully  required  of  him. 

No  suit  shall  be  brought  for  recovery  of 
any  sum  due  and  payable  under  this  certificate, 
unless  the  same  shall  be  commenced  within 
two  years  of  the  death  of  the  member  named 
therein. 

The  monthly  contributions  to  the  Mor- 
tuary Fund  to  be  paid  by  the  said  member 
to  wit :  one  at  his  admitttance  to  the  Association 
and  thereafter  on  the  first  of  each  month,  in 

advance,  is  and  shall  be  the  sum  of  

and  in  addition  thereto  the  dues  and  per  capita 
tax  which  he  may  be  called  upon  to  pay  under 
the  by-laws  of  his  lodge ;  if  at  any  time  he  is 
not  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  he  shall 
pay  to  the  Supreme  Secretary  each  month,  in 
advance,  the  sum  of  forty  cents  (as  his  share 
of  administration  expenses),  in  addition  to 
Mortuary  Fund  payment;  on  default  of  pay- 
ment of  any  of  said  sums  for  thirty  days  after 
same  become  due  the  said  member  if  under 
this  plan  less  than  three  years  shall  be  deemed 
suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Asso-

ciation  and  from  membership  therein,  and  this 
contract  shall  thereby  lapse  and  become  void. 

The  member  declares  his  age  at  admis- 
sion to  be   years. 

The  holder  of  this  certificate  may: — 

a  Obtain  from  the  Association  a  loan  not 
exceeding  ninety  per  cent  of  his  accumulated 
reserve  at  5%  interest  per  annum,  or 

b  After  he  has  paid  for  three  full  years  all 
contributions,  whether  for  the  Mortuary  Fund 
or  expenses  of  administration,  if  he  desires  to 
sever  his  connection  with  the  Association,  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  not  more  than 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  accumulated  reserve  at 
his  credit,  less  all  loans  and  charges  against 
the  same,  on  surrender  of  his  certificate,  duly 
discharged,  or 

c  He  may  exchange  his  certificate  for  a 
paid  up  certificate  for  such  amount  as  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  reserve  accumulated  (less  all 
loans  and  charges  against  the  same)  taken  as 
a  net  single  premium  will  pay  for,  or 

d  He  can  have  extended  beneficiary  mem- 
bership for  such  time  as  ninety  per  cent  of  his 
reserve  will  pay  for,  less  all  loans  and  charges 
against  the  same,  the  amount  or  terms  of 
extension  to  be  determined  by  the  table  here- 
to attached,  or 

e  He  may  'maintain  his  certificate  in  force 
for  the  original  amount,  paying  the  rate  of  any 
age  less  than  his  attained  age  by  making  good 
the  reserve  that  would  accumulate  on  the  rate 
selected  from  the  age  at  which  it  applies  to  his 
attained  age,  either  by  the  payment  of  said 
reserve  in  cash  or  having  the  same  charged 
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as  a  loan  on  his  certificate,  he  paying  interest 
at  four  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount 
of  loan  by  monthly  payments. 

f  Should  he  any  time  exchange  this  certi- 
ficate for  a  paid  up  certificate  he  may  obtain 
from  the  Association  a  loan  not  exceeding 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  sum  required  as  a  net 
single  'premium  to  pay  for  the  amount  of  such 
paid  up  certificate  at  his  attained  age. 

The  member  must  promptly  report  changes 
in  his  Post  Office  address  to  the  Supreme 
Secretary. 

If  for  any  reason  a  lodge  be  suspended 
or  its  charter  be  revoked,  each  member  of  the 
lodge  then  in  good  standing  shall  pay  to  the 
Supreme  Secretary  within  thirty  days  of  notice 
being  mailed  to  his  last  known  address,  all  ar- 
rears then  due  and  thereafter  shall  pay  to  the 
Supreme  Secretary  his  contribution  to  the 
Mortuary  Fund  and  the  sum  of  forty  cents 
per  month  towards  the  expense  of  administra- 
tion, under  penalty  of  suspension. 

If  by  reason  of  default  in  the  payment 
of  any  contributions  to  the  Mortuary  Fund  or 
administration  expenses,  the  member  has  be- 
come suspended  and  thereby  forfeited  his 
rights  under  this  certificate  (contract),  he  may 
be  reinstated  (if  living)  within  a  period  of 
three  months  from  the  date  of  such  suspen- 
sion by  the  payment  of  all  contributions  due  at 
the  time  of  such  suspension  and  which  have 
accrued  since  that  time,  together  with  his  con- 
tributions to  the  expense  of  adminisration  of 
the  Association  or  the  general  fund  of  his  lodge 
(lodge  dues),  and  a  statutory  declaration,  from 
himself,  that  he  is  in  good  health,  if  he  make 
any  false  statement  in  his  declaration  the  only 
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claim  the  member  oir  his  beneficiary  can  in 
such  case  exercise  shall  be  the  right  to  a  re- 
fund of  any  payments,  made  subsequent,  to 
the  Mortuary  Fund. 

The  suspended  member  failing  to  be  re- 
instated within  three  months,  may  be  re- 
instated within  two  years  of  his  suspension, 
unless  the  cash  value  has  been  duly  paid,  paid 
up  insurance  granted,  or  the  extension  period 
expired,  upon  the  production  of  evidence  of 
insurability  satisfactory  to  the  Association  and 
the  payment  of  all  overdue  contributions  and 
any  other  indebtedness  to  the  Association  upon 
said  certificate  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  compound- 
ed annually  from  the  date  of  suspension. 

It  is  however  expressly  declared  that 
the  death  of  the  member  while  suspended  shall 
cancel  all  rights  which  the  beneficiary  might 
have  under  this  certificate,  it  being  an  absolute 
condition  that  all  membership  rights  are  for- 
feited by  such  non-payment ;  a  payment  or 
tender  by  his  personal  representative  or  by 
any  one  after  his  death  shall  in  no  case  be 
held  to'  restore  any  rights  under  this  certifi- 
cate. 

That  the  member  has  declared  that  he  is  of 
the  full  age  of  18  years  and  under  5.5  years  of 
age ;  that  he  is  not  engaged  in  the  sale  by 
retail  of  intoxicating  liquors ;  nor  in  any  of 
the  following  occupations :  —  Manufacturing 
cartridges,  dynamite,  powder,  nitro-glycerine, 
fire-works,  percussion  caps,  or  other  high  ex- 
plosives ;  a  custodian  of  nitro-glycerine ;  a  py- 
rotechnist ;  a  naval  officer,  sailor,  or  marine 
engaged  in  naval  service ;  a  common  sailor ;  a 
deck  hand  on  boat;     a  submarine  diver;  a 
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dredge  boat  employe;  an  engineer  on  pile 
driver,  river,  sound,  lake,  or  sea-going  vessel 

or  tugboat ;  a  raftsman ;  a  soldier  in  the  regu- 
lar army;  an  aeronaut;  a  professional  base 
ball  player;  a  professional  hockey  player;  a 
bicycle  racer ;  a  circus  performer  or  rider ;  a 
professional  foot  ball  player;  or  a  jockey  or 
rider  in  races.  Should  the  member  hereafter 
enter  upon  or  engage  in  any  of  the  foregoing 
occupations  he  shall  thereby,  ipso  facto,  for- 
feit his  membership  and  his  beneficiary  certi- 
ficate shall  thereby  at  once  become  null  and 
void ;  and  if  any  payments  have  been  made  by 
him,  or  on  his  behalf,  as  contributions  to  the 
Mortuary  Fund  or  otherwise,  such  payments 
shall  not  have  the  effect  of  continuing  his  cer- 
tificate in  force  nor  shall  the  receipt  thereof 
be  a  waiver  of  his  so  engaging  in  such  occupa- 
tion; and  the  only  claim  the  member  or  his 
beneficiary  can  in  such  case  exercise  shall  be 
the  right  to  a  refund  of  such  payments  to  the 
Mortuary  Fund,  as  may  have  been  paid  since 
his  so  engaging  therein. 

Underground  miners,  freight  brakemen, 
switchmen,  locomotive  engineers  and  locomo- 
tive firemen,  shall  pay,  with  each  monthly  con- 
tribution in  addition  to  the  fore-going  rates,  a 
sum  of  fifty  cents  per  month  for  each  thousand 
dollars  of  protection,  and  if  any  member  after 
his  admission  to  the  Association  shall  engage 
in  any  of  the  above  occupations  he  >shall  im- 
mediately notify  the  Supreme  Secretary  thereof, 
and  should  he  fail  to  notify  the  'Supreme  Se- 
cretary or  to  pay  such  additional  contribution, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  his  beneficiary  shall 
be  reduced  to  such  amount  as  would  represent 
the  percentage  of  the  amount  of  the  certificate 
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represented  by  the  amount  paid  by  the  member 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  which  he  should 
have  paid  under  this  clause. 

That  the  Beneficiary  Certificate  to  be  issued 
hereon  shall  have  no  binding  force  whatever 
until  the  member's  medical  examination  has 
been  approved  by  the  Supreme  Medical  Exam- 
iner, and  the  first  contributions  to  the  Mort- 
uary Fund  has  been  actually  paid. 

That  if  within  two  years  after  the  date  of 
admission  to  the  Association,  the  member's 
death  should  occur  by  suicide,  then  the  only 
sum  which  shall  be  paid,  or  which  is  payable 
to  his  beneficiary,  or  beneficiaries,  shall  be  the 
amount  which  may  have  been  paid  on  his 
behalf  into  the  Mortuary  Fund  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  the  term  of  his  membership. 

The  member  to  whom  a  transfer  card  has 
been  granted  shall  until  he  obtain  membership 
in  another  subordinate  lodge  pay  to  the  Su- 
preme Secretary  in  the  same  manner  and  un- 
der the  same  penalties  as  to  his  subordinate 
lodge,  the  monthly  contributions  to  the  Mor- 
tuary Fund  and  also  the  sum  of  forty  cents 
per  month  as  his  share  of  the  administration 
expenses.

arrears  then  due  and  thereafter  shall  pay  to 
the  Supreme  Secretary  his  contribution  to  the 
Sick  and  Funeral  Fund  and  the  sum  of  forty 
cents  per  month  towards  the  expense  of  ad- 
ministration, under  penalty  of  suspension. 

If  by  reason  of  default  in  the  payment 
of  any  contribution  to  the  Sick  and  Funeral 
Fund  or  administration  expense,  the  member 
has  become  suspended  and  thereby  forfeited 
his  rights,  under  this  certificate  (contract),  he 
may  be  reinstated  (if  living)  within  a  period 
of  three  months  from  the  date  of  such  suspen- 
sion by  the  payment  of  all  contributions  due 
at  the  time  of  such  suspension  and  which  have 
accrued  since  that  time,  together  with  his  con- 
tributions to  the  expense  of  administration  of 
the  Association  or  the  general  fund  of  his 
lodge  (lodge  dues),  and  a  statutory  declara- 
tion, from  himself,  that  he  is  in  good  health, 
if  he  make  any  false  statement  in  his  declara- 
tion, the  only  claim  the  member  or  his  be- 
neficiary can  in  such  case  exercise,  shall  be 
the  right  to  a  refund  of  any  payments  made 
subsequent  ,to  the  Mortuary  Fund. 

Any  suspended  member  failing  to  be  re- 
instated within  three  months,,  may  he  reinstat- 
ed within  two  years  of  his  suspension,  upon 
production  of  evidence  of  insurability  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Association  and  the  payment  of 
all  over-due  contributions  and  any  other  in- 
debtedness to  the  Association  upon  said  cer- 
tificate with  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent  per  annum,  compounded  an- 
nually from  the  date  of  suspension. 

It  is,  however,  expressly  declared  that  the 
death  of  the  member  while  suspended  shall 
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debar  him  from  being  restored  into  good  stand- 
ing or  reinstated,  it  being  an  absolute  condi- 
tion that  all  membership  rights  are  forfeited 
by  such  non-payment  and  the  beneficiary  can- 
not claim  any  rights  in  case  the  member  shall 
die  before  complying  with  all  the  above  con- 
ditions and  before  being  reinstated :  a  payment 
or  tender  by  his  personal  representative  or  by 
any  one  after  his  death  shall  in  no  case  be 
held  to  restore  the  member  into  good  standing. 

76.  Parties  who  have  rendered  services  to  the 
Association  or  who  occupy  positions  of  pro- 
minence, may  be  elected  as  Honorary  Members 
of  the  Association  with  such  titles  as  may  be 
deemed  right,  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  in  ses- 
sion, or  by  the  Supreme  Executive  Committee, 
between  meetings  of  the  Supreme  Lodge. 

77.  No  amendment  or  alteration  shall  be  made 
to  this  Constitution  except  at  a  regular  or  spe- 
cial meeting  of  Supreme  Lodge  nor  unless  no- 
tice of  any  proposed  amendment  shall  have 
been  given  to  the  Supreme  Secretary  and  a 
copy  thereof  by  him  sent  to  each  member  of 
Supreme  Lodge,  thirty  days  previous  to  such 
session.
